1 . This office action is in response to the application filed on January 19, 2006. 

2. Applicant amended claims 1, 2-5, 8, 12, and 15-17. 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed 

4. Claims include limitations that the prior art of record does not appear to teach or render 
obvious the claimed limitations as recited below. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The present invention is directed to a system for audio data transmission between a 

master module and a plurality of slave modules, each module comprising at least one network 
terminal to connect the communication network to the slave module. The independent claim 1 
identify an uniquely distinct feature " the master module comprises a synchronization clock and 
supplies data all data frames comprising synchronization information on its network terminal, 
each slave module comprising clock reconstitution means and recognition means which 
recognize the data intended for slave module" and in combination with other limitations as set 
forth in the independent claim. Claims 2-20 are allowed due to dependent claims.
